The  Management  and  Human  Re- 
lations (MHR)  department  is  an  un- 
dergraduate program  for  adults  who 
wish  to  earn  a  B.A.  degree  in  manage- 
ment. The  students  must  be  at  least  25 
years  of  age  and  have  two  years  of 
previous  college  education.  The  pro- 
gram was  started  in  1987  and  is  headed 
by  Mike  Clyburn  who  has  been  the 
director  for  4  years. 

MHR  is  one  of  the  largest  academ- 
ic departments  that  is  offered  at  Tre- 
vecca.  It  involves  at  least  150  students 
year  round.  The  class  meets  one  night 


each  week  for  13  months.  The  stu- 
dents work  on  a  year  long  project 
thesis  in  which  they  research  ways  to 
solve  problems  in  their  jobs  and  com- 
munities. At  the  end  of  the  term,  they 
participate  in  the  graduation  ceremo- 
ny. 

Many  of  the  students  are  from 
middle  Tennessee.  The  average  age  of 
the  students  is  37,  and  the  male/fe- 
male ratio  is  50:50.  The  staff  is  excited 
that  they  have  included  Asians,  Indi- 
ans Negroes,  and  other  minorities  in 
this  beneficial  program.

In  1992,  Trevecca's  Allied  Health 
Department  remains  a  reputable  and 
competive  asset  to  the  college  and  is 
proudly  recognized  nationwide  as  a 
quality  avenue  to  profitable  career  in 
medicine.  The  department  specializes 
in  various  health  programs  one  of 
which  includes  the  Physicians  Assis- 
tant (PA)  program. 

Dr.  Gary  C.Johnson  heads  the  pro- 
gram and  has  served  as  its  director 
since  1983  and  is  delighted  with  what 
the  PA  program  stands  for  and  has  to 
offer.  Serving  with  Dr.  Johnson  is  Dr. 
Mike  Mordock  as  the  medical  direc- 
tor consultant. 

The  Physician's  Assistant  program 
gives  interested  students  an  education 
based  in  the  medical  setting,  training 
them  as  an  ertension  of  the  physician 
in  any  field  of  medicine.  A  common 
misunderstanding  centers  around  the 
word  "assistant."  They  assist  in  sur- 
gery as  well  as  in  the  deliveries  of 
babies.  They  are  entitled  to  prescribe 
medicaton  and  work  as  an  essential 
link  between  the  doctor  and  the 
patient. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  PA 
personnel.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  2  year 


bachelor's  degree  as  a  PA  affords  the 
graduate  of  100%  chance  of  getting  a 
job  anywhere  in  the  United  States. 
Starting  pay  anywhere  in  the  country 
is  approximately  $35,000. 

Obtaining  a  PA  degree  at  TNC  is 
something  to  be  proud  of.  Within  the 
U.S.  there  exists  51  other  PA  programs 
and  Trevecca  is  above  the  mean  in 
performance  on  the  national  boards 
and  is  accredited  by  the  American 
Medical  Association.  Trevecca's  PA 
program  carries  quite  a  reputation 
other  national  programs  as  is  evident 
by  the  background  of  those  currently 
enrolled.  The  average  class  size  ranges 
from  25  to  30  students  and  will  double 
next  semester  according  to  applica- 
tions received. 

The  curriculum  design  is  focused 
around  a  solid  foundation  based  on 
science  and  human  biology  as  each 
new  semester  builds  on  the  previous 
one. 

One  aspect  that  sets  TNC's  PA 
program  apart  from  the  rest  takes 
shape  when  noticing  how  the  staff  and 
faculty  view  their  students.  There  is  a 
great  dedication  as  the  PA  program 
personnel  maintain  an  on -going  asso- 


ciation with  the  students  after  gradua 
tion.  The  program  also  has  a  uniqm 
orientation  with  a  Christian  emphasi 
which  makes  a  considerable  difference 
in  all  areas  concerned  and  is  noted  a  i 
being  contributing  factor  in  Trevecci 
having  one  of  the  best  Physicians  Asis 
sistant  programs  in  America.

The  Department  of  Mathematics 
and  Science  at  Trevecca  not  only  pro- 
vides the  necessary  courses  for  Gener- 
al Education  requirements  but  also  of- 
fers courses  to  obtain  degrees  in  six 
different  areas.

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With  only  two  underclassmen  and 
one  senior  returning,  the  Trojans  had 
a  tough  season,  finishing  13-20  over- 
all. Because  they  had  so  many  new 
players,  it  was  hard  for  the  team  to 
work  together.  "Only  two  players  on 
the  team  had  ever  played  together," 
Greg  Scharf,  a  junior,  said  of  himself 
and  senior  David  Suddeth.  And  al- 
though the  freshmen  and  the  transfers 
had  talent,  it  was  difficult  for  them  to 
work  together.  "Most  of  us  worked 
really  hard.  We  had  good  talent,  but 
we  couldn't  seem  to  put  it  all  togeth- 
er," sophomore  Jason  Pennington  re- 
marked. 

Despite  the  lack  of  experience  and 
the  loss  of  several  key  starters  in  some 
of  the  games,  the  Trojans  finished  8-7 
in  the  conference.  Although  they 
missed  their  goal  of  beating  arch -rival 
David  Lipscomb,  they  won  the  Athens 
State  Tournament  in  November.  "We 
played  really  well  at  Athens  State  and 
beat  some  really  good  teams,"  junior 
Hank  Hare  said. 

Senior  David  Suddeth,  named  Most 
Valuable  Player  at  the  Athens  State 
Tournament,  had  a  record-breaking 
year.  He  holds  twenty -two  Trevecca 
records,  including  most  points  in  a 
career,  3,004.  David  has  averaged  22.9 
points  per  game  and  has  been  selected 
to  each  All -Tournament  team  in  every 
tournament  the  Trojans  have  played  in 
for  the  past  four  years.  He  was  also 
named  Second  Team  All -American 
his  junior  year  and  Honorable  Men- 
tion All -American  in  both  his  sopho- 
more and  senior  seasons. 

David  says  this  year  in  particular 
has  taught  him  that  it  is  really  not  all 
about  winning.

Despite  the  news  in  January  that 
there  would  not  be  a  tennis  program 
at  Trevecca  next  year,  the  women's 
and  men's  teams  had  very  successful 
seasons.  The  women  had  the  best 
record  in  six  years,  and  the  men's  team 
once  again  won  the  district  and  went 
to  nationals. 

The  women's  team,  the  first  full 
team  since  1987,  finished  12-13  overall 
and  10-8  in  the  conference.  Coach 
Alan  Smith,  whose  only  coaching  ex- 
perience with  the  women's  team  was 
in  1973,  pointed  out  that  they  accom- 
plished their  goals.  Assistant  Coach 
Jeff  Boyett,  who  took  the  women's 
team  on  road  trips,  commented,  "Our 
goal  was  to  finish  in  the  top  five  in  the 
district  and  we  finished  fourth,  so  I'll 
say  our  season  was  a  great  success. 
This  years'  team  was  dedicated  to  the 
program  and  were  of  a  different  cali- 
ber than  any  of  the  women's  teams  of 
the  past."  Junior  Demeka  Chance 
agrees.  "For  the  first  time,  we  had 
team  unity  and  we  all  got  along  great, 
probably  due  to  the  new  coach."

All  six  members  made  the  Ac- 
ademic All -Conference  Team  and 
three  players,  juniors  Dee  Howell, 
Stacie  Nichols,  and  Kim  Tinker,  were 
nominated  for  Academic  All -Ameri- 
can. 

Knowing  that  the  1991  - 1992  season 
would  be  the  last  for  the  program,  the 
women  worked  hard  and  did  their 
best  for  their  coaches  and  for  them- 
selves.

Although  they  knew  that  they 
would  be  leaving  after  this  season,  the 
men  managed  to  pull  together.
